The retired couple who 
lived at 631 Simcoe Street 
with their adult son and 
grandson cherished their 
home, and lovingly cared for 

It was heart-breaking for 
neighbours to see them out 
on the street in their pyja¬ 
mas, watching their beloved 
home and all their posses¬ 
sions burn to the ground, 
said Shelley Grivati, who 
lives next door. 

The couple did every¬ 
thing right, says Fire Chief 
Alex Burbidge. 

They had working smoke 
detectors, but the fire started 
outside either on or under 
the deck, and one family 
member heard the crackling 
before the detectors went 
off She warned her husband 
and son—her grandson was 
visiting other relatives out 
of town—and they got out 
before calling 911 on a cell 

The house burned so 
quickly that if they had 
stopped to grab some clothes 
or retrieve even one prized 
possession, it would have 
been a rescue operation, 
says Chief Burbidge, putting 
their lives and those of his 
volunteer firefighters at

The 911 call from the 
family came at 6:09 a.m. 
Saturday, says Chief 
Burbidge, but even though 
the Old Town fire station is 
just around the comer, the 
25-year-old house burned 
quickly and it couldn't be 
saved. 

"Part of our first strategy 
was to protect the neigh¬ 
bours on either side." 

Givati was one of the 
neighbours who was evacu¬ 
ated. Her roofwas inflames, 
as were some bushes at the 
side of her house, but once 
the firefighters swung into 
action die flames were 
quickly doused. 

Everyone acted with pre¬ 
cision, she said, the fire 
chief shouting orders and 
the volunteer firefighters 
knowing exactiy what to do. 


"I'm so impressed. I've 
never seen such an incred¬ 
ible, well-orchestrated 
operation." 

She was also amazed by 
how quickly the fire 
spread. 

"One minute it's just a 
litde fire, the next minute 
there's this huge blaze, and 
you can see there's no hope, 
no matter how much water 
theyputonit." 

It was a beautiful home, 
with Victorian gingerbread 
that made it look like a doll 
house, she said. 

Her home could as easily 
have been lost as well, but 
instead, within hours she 
was back inside with mini¬ 
mal damage, although she 
will need a new roof. 

It was Chief Burbidge's 
first fire since coming to 
NOTL to take the job, after a 
career in Vaughn, where he 
saw fires two or three times 


At one point, every fire¬ 
fighter in NOTL had a hand 
in battling the blaze, he 
said, including the Glendale 
station, which moved in to 
cover Virgil and then looked 
after the hot spots at the 
Simcoe Street home 
Saturday afternoon until 
they were cleared to go 
home. 

The fire, which started 
outside on or under the 
deck, has been declared 
accidental, said the fire 
chief. 

It was an eye-opener to 
him to see how a small 
community springs into 
action, coming out not to 
gawk or get in the way, but 
to help their neighbours. 

"This is an amazing, 
dynamic community," he 

The family is being put 
up at a local hotel, and 


incredibly, went ahead with 
a bridal shower that was 
planned for the next day. 

Once they realized they 
weren't going back into 
their house, they decided to 
get on with what they need¬ 
ed to do, says Chief 
Burbidge. 

The remaining structure 
was expected to be demol¬ 
ished this week. 

Chief Burbidge said he 
hopes NOTL residents will 
use this fire as a reminder 
to review their fire exit plan, 
which includes leaving the 
house immediately rather 
than gathering posses- 

"Possessions can be 
replaced. People can't." 

Also, by law every level 
of a home is required to 
have a working smoke 
detector, so "check them, 
clean them, make sure 
they're working," he says.

Neighbours in 
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Zalepa hoping to save Regent Street green space

Gary Zalepa is hoping to 
convince some of his fellow 
councillors that the Town's 
Regent Street property 
should remain public green 

He plans to ask council to 
reconsider a decision made 
last month, when a six to 
three vote appeared to seal 
the fate of the historic prop¬ 
erty that has been in the 
public domain for more than 
200 years. 

Discussions about the 
future of the property began 
last fall, when council dealt 
with a recommendation 
from planning staff to turn 
the property that had once 


been home to the NOTL 
Lawn Bowling Club into two 
residential building lots. The 
Niagara Foundation, a small 
group of heritage supporters 
who have saved several sig¬ 
nificant properties from 
development, had asked 
council to consider a peace 
garden on the property, at no 
cost to the town—members 
were willing to lookfor grants 
to cover any costs. 

Although council deferred 
their decision until this 
spring, they decided to sup¬ 
port the planning staff rec¬ 
ommendation to declare the 
property surplus and rezone 
it to accommodate two resi¬ 
dential lots. 

Zalepa, along with 
Councillors Martin Mazza 
and lamie King, voted to 


retain the green space for 
public use. 

Since then, he has heard 
from many residents who are 
disappointed—and con¬ 
fused—by the majority vote 
to see the property devel- 

As the Town moves 
toward 1812 bicentennial 
celebrations and appears 
committed to heritage, it 
seems inconsistent to ignore 
the significant history of that 
particular property, says 
Zalepa. 

The land was acquired in 
1803 by the colonial govern¬ 
ment of Upper Canada and 
transferred to the Town 
around the 1850s. 

Both General Sir Isaac 
Brock and Colonel lohn 
MacDonnell lay in state at 


the Government House on 
the Regent Street block fol¬ 
lowing their death in the 
Battle of Queenston Heights. 

It was from there that their 
funeral procession began. 

Zalepa, a real estate agent, 
estimates the residential lots 
could fetch about $400,000 
each. And although that is 
significant, it's not needed to 
offset the cost of the commu¬ 
nity centre, which was the 
original premise when the 
sale of the property was ini¬ 
tially discussed, he said.

get if it's not sold 
and that amount is 
not available as 
revenue." 

There has been 
enough informa¬ 
tion brought to the 
attention of coun¬ 
cillors to show the 
significantheritage 
of the site, he said. 

"It's been in 
public hands since 
the late 1700s. 
Developing the 
property now 
wouldn't seem to 
match with our 
heritage ideals," 
says Zalepa. 

Once it's sold, 
there's no going 
back, he says. 

"And many 
people have 
expressed their 
disappointment 
with the decision 
to sell the property. 
I feel it's my 
responsibility to 
give council anoth¬ 
er opportunity to 
look at it.” 

Gail Wardle is 
one of at least 500 
people who agree 
with Zalepa. She 
and others have 
been distributing 
petitions for signa¬ 
tures indicating a 
desire to keep the 
property in public 
hands, which they 
will present to 
council when the 
issue is next dis¬ 
cussed, expected 
to be June 25. 
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Three new cell towers in the works

With some trepidation, 
councillors gave their 
blessing for three new cell 
towers in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, but with some 
restrictions. 

Public Mobile has sub¬ 
mitted three site plan 
applications for new tele¬ 
communication tow¬ 
ers—a monopole that will 
be painted red and white 
and lighted in accordance 
with Transport Canada 
standards at 569 Niagara 
Stone Road, and lattice 
tripole at 936 Line 6 and 
797 Lakeshore Road. 

Councillors said they 
were okay with the cell 
tower on Line 6, however 
the site on Lakeshore 
Road needs to undergo 
an archeological assess¬ 
ment before Public 
Mobile will receive the 
Town's support. 

Councillors are also 
waiting for confirmation 
that Southbrook Winery's 
certification as a biody¬ 
namic winery will not be 
affected before support¬ 
ing the proposed tower 
on Niagara Stone Road. 

If tihe Town doesn't 
support the proposed 


towers and work with 
Public Mobile, then the 
company can ask Industry 
Canada for approval to 
install these towers, 
Councillor Jim Collard 

The councillor said 
Public Mobile is extend¬ 
ing a courtesy by working 
with the Town. 

The company will also 
share an existing Rogers 
tripole in Old Town, the 
existing water tower in 
Virgil and the Hilton roof 
top site in addition to the 
three new towers. Jay 
Lewis, representing Public 
Mobile, told councillors. 

Lewis said the compa¬ 
ny has tried to use as 
many existing structures 
as possible before build¬ 
ing new ones. 

But the type of tower 
dictates how many ser¬ 
vice providers may use it 
In order to provide ser¬ 
vice to a major area, new 
towers are needed, he 

Lewis added that 
NOTL's fire department 
will be allowed to use the 
towers for their commu¬ 
nication equipment. 

Councillor Gary 
Zaleppa said he doesn't 
think a "red and white 


pole on the main highway 
into town is a good idea." 

Lord Mayor David Eke 
called the cell towers were 
"visual pollution." 

Lewis told councillors 
Public Mobile would be 
happy to work with staff 
on styles of towers to 
make them more appeal¬ 
ing to the public. 

"But as you move 
toward fancier towers that 
are more appealing, the 
less frequency they have 
and you end up with more 
towers later because of 
additional new carriers." 

Cell phones are 
becoming more common 
and it's a reality that 
Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
likely to deal with the 
installation of more tow¬ 
ers in the future, Collard 
said. 

"I suspect everyone in 
this room has a cell phone. 
I just hope we can limit 
the number of cell tow-

He looks 
for their responses to social, 
political, and economic forces 
in their daily lives.

Present Laughter is a 
good comedy, a hoot, 

If you need to look for a 
moral message while 
being entertained by the 
Shaw Festival season 
opener, it's there to be 


that works too with the 
Noel Coward comedy the 
playwright wrote about 
himself in 1939 in order to 
have the perfect role to 
play himself. 

So it's no surprise that 
in reading the essay in the 
Shaw Festival playbill by 
New York Times drama 
critic John Lahr about 
Coward, it could just as 
easily he about Garry 
Essendine, the character 
Coward created for 
Present Laughter. 

They both lived by their 
charm and were rewarded 
for it; they both turned

their personal penchant 
for being drama queens 
into a hugely successful 
acting career; they both 
became so much the con¬ 
summate stage presence 
that they almost, but not 
quite, lost touch with real¬ 
ity. 

Played by Shaw veteran 
Stephen Sutcliffe, 
Essendine isn't particu¬ 
larly captivating or lead¬ 
ing-man sexy—he is 
instead self-centred, arro¬ 
gant, wrapped up in the 
package he has created 
for himself in his lifetime 
on stage. But it appears 
it's the pompous narcis¬ 
sist in him that is so 


enchanting to the women 
who surround him, and 
he makes no effort to hide 
it—in fact calls attention 
to it when the opportunity 
arises, which is often. 

It sounds like a descrip¬ 
tion of a quite unlikable 
fellow, but then there's 
that charm, that appar¬ 
ently worked for Coward 
and does as well for 
Essendine. 

The women can't keep 
away from him. Even his 
wife who left their mar¬ 
riage can't leave him—she 
remains one of a tight- 
knit group of friends who 
advise and guard him in 
both his professional and 


personal life. 

Although there are lots 
of clever one-liners, it's 
the situations, the people 
who move on and off 
stage, some at lightening 
speed, hiding in the freez¬ 
ing spare bedroom or the 
study so as not to be 
caught out, that prompt 
the comparison of their 
lives (and the play) to a 
funny French farce. 

Sutcliffe plays a fabu¬ 
lously flamboyant 
Essendine, and the 
women in his life are true 
to their roles - Julia Course 
is the naive Daphne, Mary 
Haney the long-suffering 
(and pining, possibly?)

New edition of 1967 
book great for aca¬ 
demics and heritage 
enthusiasts

In 1967, the Niagara 
Foundation published a 
beautiful limited-edition 
hard-covered book of silk- 
screen drawings of archi¬ 
tectural details found in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake's his¬ 
toric buildings. 

As its contribution to 
War of 1812 bicentennial 
celebrations, the founda¬ 
tion has printed 1,812 edi¬ 
tions of a reprint of Early 
Architecture of the Town 
and Township of Niagara, a 
book just as beautiful, 
updated with colour photos 
for each of the architectural 
details in the drawings of 
the original. 

The 1967 version is an 
elegant but geared to the 
academic—this new book 
aims to bring that technical 
documentation to life by 
matching that detail to liv¬ 
ing examples through con¬ 
temporary photographs, 
taken in about a dozen of 
the best-known heritage 
buildings in town, says 
foundation member Brett 
Sherlock, making this a vol¬ 
ume that is both an aca¬ 
demic resource and a stun¬ 
ning reference for anyone 
who loves the early history 
ofNOTL. 

"Everything that is in the 
first book is in the com¬ 
memorative edition," says 
Sherlock, "but we've made 
this one to be more for the 
lay person. The original was 
quite academic." 

They discovered as they 


discussed the idea that 
another silk-screened book 
couldn't be done, but by 
matching contemporary 
photographs it was kept 
simple and pure, and pro¬ 
vided glimpses inside about 
a dozen of NOTL's most his¬ 
toric homes. 

The book is a celebration 
of Niagara Foundation's 
50th anniversary and of the 
1812 bicentennial—it was 
not intended as a fundrais¬ 
er, but rather as the founda- 
tion's commemorative 
contribution to the com¬ 
munity, said Sherlock. 

"We've been in existence 
since 1962, and this shows 
we are still present and 

ous about what we do." 

The first publication 
contained drawings by Ed 
Thalman, with heritage 
architect Peter Stokes hav¬ 
ing edited the text. The 
recent publication includes 
an introduction by Stokes, 
Canada's first nationally- 
recognized restoration spe¬ 
cialist 

Also included are intro¬ 
ductions by Willowbank 
School of Restoration Arts 
director Julian Smith, an 
internationally recognized 
heritage architect, and 
Viscount Linley, with addi¬ 
tional content edited by 
James Booty and photogra¬ 
phy by Cosmo Condina. 

Stokes, in his introduc¬ 
tion, expressed reservations 
about combining the origi¬ 
nal descriptive glossary 
with new coloured photo¬ 
graphs, thinking it a "rather 
dubious endeavour," but 
went on to say "the excel¬ 
lence of those photographs, 
by Cosmo Condina, and the 
careful selection of subjects, 
both buildings and details, 
has made it a highly suc¬

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Do you really need a colonoscopy? Too many people leave planet for shying away 


Illogical to wait 
for symptoms 
before agreeing 
to the test 


Is there any way that 
you can avoid having a 
colonoscopy? 

A survey showed that 
many believed the test isn’t 
needed until symptoms 
occur. Others said their 
doctor never suggested 
one, or they were too 
embarrassed to discuss it. 
Still others said it was too 
painful. If you're thinking 
this way, think again, it may 
cost you your life. 

But there is some good 
news about colonoscopy. 

A report from the 
University of California says

it's time to stop offering this 
procedure as the only way 
to diagnose large bowel 
cancer. Instead, doctors 
should also be suggesting 
sigmoidoscopy and the 
fecal occult blood test 
(FOBT). So, why this change 
in thinking? 

One prime reason is that 
colonoscopy is always a 
hard seU. Patients don’t like 


the bowel preparation, the 
strong laxative, and drink¬ 
ing copious amounts of 
water. And many have 
heard of the discomfort. 

So why not inform the 
public of more patient- 
friendly methods and 
increase the number of 
cancers being detected? 

But does this make 
sense? Dr. James Allison, 
Professor Emeritus of 
Medicine at the University 
of California, San Francisco, 
an expert on colon rectal 
screening, says that 
colonoscopy, which exam¬ 
ines the entire large bowel, 
has never been proven as 
the gold standard com¬ 
pared to other tests. 

For instance, Allison 
reports there is evidence 
that sigmoidoscopy, done 
every five years, is just as 


effective as colonoscopy 
every 10 years. A sigmoi¬ 
doscopy examines just the 
lower part of the large 
bowel, requires less bowel 
preparation, only minimal 
discomfort and is a much 
easier sell. Besides, the sig¬ 
moid is where most can¬ 
cers occur. But the big neg¬ 
ative is that a sigmoidosco¬ 
py will miss cancers that 
are in the more distant 
parts of the colon. Two 
studies are currendy in pro¬ 
cess to see if this thinking is 
correct. 

The most patient-friend¬ 
ly test is the annual FOBT 
used to detect hidden 
(occult) blood in stool sam¬ 
ples. If the home kit detects 
blood, further tests such as 
colonoscopy must be done. 
The FOBT is still the stan¬ 
dard test in many parts of

the world as it’s less expen- 

One problem is its false 
positive tests due to certain 
foods, medication or vita¬ 
min C. 

It also produces occa¬ 
sional false negatives that 
miss polyps or cancers that 
in the early stages do not 
bleed. 

But is the colonoscopy 
test always accurate? As 
one wise sage said, “All that 
glitters is not gold” 

He could have added 
that colonoscopy, consid¬ 
ered the gold standard, 
provides a glittering look at 
the bowel, but is not per¬ 
fect and can miss up to four 
percent of malignancies. 

One problem is that can¬ 
cers in the sigmoid are usu¬ 
ally raised polypoid growths 
that are easy to see and 
remove. Cancers and pol¬ 
yps in the distant part of 
the large bowel are often 
flat, not easy to spot. 
Doctors also can’t diagnose 
what is impossible to see. If 
patients fall to follow the 
proper routine of cleansing 
the bowel, fecal matter may 
hide the cancer from view. 

The old saying that 
“practice makes perfect" 
applies whether you’re a 
mechanic or a doctor. 
Experienced physicians 
skilled in this procedure 
are more likely to detect 


cancerous lesions than less 
experienced colleagues. 

So what to do? I remain 
convinced that the best way 
to avoid colon cancer is to 
have regular colonosco¬ 
pies. Whatever way you cut 
the cake, malignancies can 
be missed if the entire colon 
is not examined. 

For those who still refuse 
this procedure, a combina¬ 
tion of sigmoidoscopy and 
FOBT should be done. 
Studies show that over the 
age of 50, one in three peo¬ 
ple develop a polyp that 
may become malignant. So 
the best policy is not to play 
Russian roulette. Have an 
annual FOBT done, at the 
very least. 

It’s illogical to wait for 
symptoms of malignancy 
to appear as bleeding may 
not occur until a cancer is 
well advanced, has already 
spread beyond the bowel, 
with little chance of cure. 

Over the years I’ve seen 
too many people leave this 
planet for using every 
excuse in the book for not 
submitting to colon cancer 
screenings. 

Remember the story of 
the camel who stuck his 
head in the sand. Not a 
good move for camels or 
humans.
